ON THE UPPER ORINOCO. 


Nearly *. thousand miles of navigable 
Inland waterways of the .Upper Orinoco 
river In South America are entirely un- 
disturbed by, commerce, except auch as 
may be carried In an occasional canoe 
er "lancha." "Ths lancha is simply a 
light scow or flat-bottomed boat, fitted 
w|th a single mast from which, however, 
an enormous sail can be spread." writes 
a traveler. 
"With the summer trade 
winds blowing from the Atlantic good 
progress, .upvstream Is , often made, but! 
for the return trip the mast and sails ' 
are .stowed away and the force 'of the 
current Is depended upon, aided In .the 
dry'season by the use of poles or oars. 
If the westerly winds have set In, of 
course,- It can sail back as well, arid at 
times a little craft may fee seen with sail 
set, tacking down stream In the teeth of 
an easterly wind, but this IB .sorry work. 
On my trip from ,San Fernando de Apure, 
Indeed; we picked up a pass'enger from 
a lancha hailing from the town of Ara- 
uca, who Informed me with no little dis- 
gust, that the voyage had already lasted 
two months, and Cludad Bolivar was still 
far distant; 
The lancha, If I remember 
correctly, reached port Just two weeks 
after we did,.and, of course, by no possi- 
ble good fortune could the owner sell his 
little cargo of hides so as to make the 
trip' profitable.

EXPERT ON IRRIGATION 


GIVES IDEAS 


J. B. Neff Tells of Teachings of Ex- 


perience—Problems to" 


be Solved. 


B2IRKElIjET, Jan. 1.—One of the raost 


IntorestioK papers real at the last sra- 
s-c.n of the recent Fanners' Instil.ot? was 
that of J. B. Neff, on "Teachings of Ex- 
perience in Irrigation." Mr. Ne£f Is con- 
ductor 
of 
farmers' 
institutes 
in 


Southern California for the University. 
His paper was as follows: 


"It li likely that Irrigation has been 


practiced ever since the wants of man 
could not be supplied by the natural pro- 
duc lions of tbe uncultivated land, as the 
car!l«st writings mention the pouring of 
v. a;«r on the thirsty land, as there are 
rer.iains of aaolent irrigation works in 
various parts of the world, as In Egypt 
and th» valley of the Euphrates which 


• liktly are older than any-written history; 


cvun in our own country there are re- 
rualrs of canals in Arizona which were 
inad* by some prehistoric race. 
'The irrigated area of the world has 


gn. dually grown until it now covers pos- 
sibly 60,900,000 acres, of which India has 
mc..-e than half and the United States 
about one-eighth, being second in number 
of icros. 


0:he meaning of irrigation to the farmer 


is che method of applying water to land 
so as to product, the best results with the 
leujt amount of labor and water; the 
statesman views irrigation as a means 
or bringing waste land under cultivation, 
so 'as to sustain a dense population on 
te. rltorles that are otherwise practically 
a 'lesert. The people generally are inter- 
es:ad because they are the owners of the 
pi blio lands and with irrigation these 
la.tdi may become more valuable as well 
as more productive. In this way every 
in.llvidual as well as every locality is 
nure or less interested in irrigation. 
j 


WATER SUPPLY. 
| 


"An adequate and perpetual water sup- j 


ply must first be secured before it will' 
ba wise to undertake any considerable 
outlay for other improvements on land, 
for in case the waiter supply should fail 
at any time the entire labor and previ- 
o-.» expenditure of money may be a 
total loss, or if not entirely lost the re- 
turn* may be so small that they will not 
be profitable. It is almost useless to un- 
dertake fruit growing without plenty of 
water that can be obtained at such time 
.13 the trees need it. Grain can be arown 
"with a less certain water supply as the 
water can be applied early in the season 
when water is usually plentiful and the 
croo may mature without further irriga- 
tion. 
"Alfalfa will need a much larger quan- 


tity and the supply must be at hand as 
often as needed, in order to produce the 
best results. 
Vegetable growers 
need 


•vrater in smaller quantities but at much 
more frequent intervals. 
"The quantity of water needed varies 


with the soil and climate. In some places 
4 constant flow of one miner's inch, .03 
$econd foot, or nine gallons per minute, 
i* sufficient for ten acres. This means 
a depth of 8.8 Inches from May to Oc- 
tobor, inclusive, or 17.6 inches for the 
••ason in addition to the natural rainfall. 
This will be sufficient for 
citrus 
and i 


deciduous fruits if there is a rainfall of 
15 inches which is evenly distributed, but 
It will not bo *t all satisfactory if al- 
falfa growing is attempted. 
In other 


places as much as one miner's Inch to flve 
acres is required. 


SEEPAGE OF CANALS. 


"In estimating the quantity of water 


needed, the seepage of canals and the 
evaporation from reservoirs must be tak- 
en into consideration. If canals have ce- 
ment, lining the seepage will be reduced 
to a minimum, which In some cases is as 


kidw as 6 per cent of the supply, while in 
-dirt ditches the loss sometimes reaches 
:one-half of the amount turned in at the 
--heaa'of the ditch. 
"Evaporation from reservoirs 
varie3 
greatly' under different conditions. 
It 
.has baen determined that with a wind 
velocity of five miles per. hour the evap- 


! oration is 2.2 as much as -in still air, 
and'that with a wind velocity of 15 miles 
per hour the evaporation is Increased 


nearly ftve times. Evaporation decreases 
with increase of altitude, because of low- 
er temperature, so it will be seen that 
reservoirs in the mountains where thay 
can be protected from wind are to be 
preferred to those on the warmer and 
more opon plains. Evaporation 
from 
water fully exposed varies in the western 
part of the United States from 18 Inches 
on Puget Sound to 100 inches during the 
year at Fort Grant, Arizona, and Keeler, 
California. 
The evaporation from ordi- 


nary soil is about the same as from 
water, and from sandy surfaces is about 
one-third as much as from water. A cov- 
ering of any kind greatly affects the 
amount 
of 
the 
evaporation. 
When 


well covered with forest leaves only 10 
to IB per cent. A covering of finely pul- 
verized earth is even better than any 
other covering, showing 
the 
value of 


thorough and frequent cultivation. 


PROPER DRAINAGE. 


"Proper drainage is also needed where 
irrigation is practiced, and where the eoil 
is not sufficiently porus some system of 
drainage must bo provided, otherwise 
swampy places may be formed or alkali 
salts brought to the surface and the fer- 
tility of the fields destroyed. 
Care is 


also needed that the soil may not be 
leached '.ty the excessive application of 
water. 


"Several methods of applying water to 


the land are .In use, depending on the 
needs of the soi! and the convenience of 
the irrigators. Where largp fields of al- 
falfa aro to be irrigated with a large 
water supply, contour basins are fre- 
quently irmde to contain from five acres 
to 40 acres in one basin.

"According to statistics the average 


cost per acra of the irrigating systems in 
California is $10.80 per acre and the av- 
erage annual cost of maintananoa is 69 
cents per acre. 
This does not include 


the systems which aro supplied by pump- 
ing. 
These are often expensive and a 


cost of 560 per acre is not considered 
excessive for the installation of pumping* 
plants and ditchoa."
